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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  District  for  i960. 

The  Vital  Statistics  compare  fairly  favourably  with  the  previous  year. 
The  Birth  Rate  is  a  little  lower  and  the  Death  Rate  a  little  higher  than  in 

1959*  There  were  I76  Deaths,  of  these,  well  over  one  half  died  over  the  age 

of  70  years,  57  died  between  70  and  80  years,  37  between  80  and  90  years  and 
2  over  90  years  of  age. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  much  higher  -  there  being  10  deaths  in  comparison  with  6 

for  1958.  Of  these  10  deaths,  5  died  under  one  week,  1  under  one  month,  3 

aged  one  month  and  1  at  lo  month.  Again,  of  these  10  deaths,  5  died  from 
prematurity,  2  from  congenital  malformations,  1  from  infection  1  from  birth 
injury  and  infection  and  1  from,  acute  lymphatic  leukaemia.  These  figures 
give  a  sim.ilar  neo-natal  and  early  neo-natal  mcrxality  rate  of  33*3. 

Cases  of  Cancer  of  the  lung  have  decreased  from  10  last  year  to  7 
this  year.  Cigarette  smoking  is  still  considered  a  major  factor  in  the 
causation  of  this  condition.  The  campaign  carried  out  to  bring  this  home 
to  the  people  has  had  little  or  no  effect.  The  idea  nov;  is  to  try  to  prevent 
school  children  and  young  people  from  starting  to  smoke,  I  fear  that  while 
Doctors,  Teachers  and  Councillors  continue  to  smoke,  this  too  will  have 
little  effect.  The  overall  number  of  cases  of  Cancer  of  all  parts  of  the 
body  has  decreased  also. 

There  v/ere  only  7  notifications  of  Ttiberculosis  (6  Pulmonary  and 
1  Hon-Pulmonary)  -  a  big  reduction  on  last  year  when  there  were  17  cases 
(14  Pulmonary  and  3  ITon-Pulmonary,  1958  was  our  lowest  with  5  cases 
(4  Pulmonary  and  1  Non-Pulmonary) , 

The  number  of  X-Ray  film.s  taken  during  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit’s 
visit  to  the  district  v/as  516.  This  was  a  very  poor  attendance.  Of  the  9 
cases  referred  for  a  large  film,  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  iscovered. 

Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  vacci  ation  against  Tuberculosis  v/as 
commenced  for  the  first  time  at  the  schools  for  the  13  year  old  pupiles. 

There  was  quite  a  good  response,  details  of  which  are  given  later  in  the 
report.  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  cc—.peration  given  by 
the  Head  Teachers  of  the  schools  visited. 

Whooping  Cough  notifications  were  only  20  and  Measles  were  about 
half  the  number  of  last  year. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continued  satisfactorily  during 
the  year  -  no  case  of  the  disease  being  notified. 
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There  was  an  outbreak  of  Infective  Hepatitis  which  involved  21 
children,  strangely  enough,  it  was  confined  to  the  pupils  of  one  school. 

During  the  year,  the  Council’s  programme  to  provide  accommodation 
for  the  old  aged  people  was  stepped  up  and  45  Bungalows  were  erected  in 
that  period  together  with  4  Ground  Floor  Plats,  This  constituted  a  large 
percentage  of  the  humher  of  houses  erected  hy  the  Council  during  19^0,  hut 
the  demand  for  this  type  of  accommodation  increases. 

Special  consideration  is  always  given  to  the  Urgent  Medical  Cases 
hut  only  a  proportion  of  the  hungalov/s  can  he  allocated  for  this  need  and, 
in  general,  these  people  must  he  Old  Age  Pensioners  before  they  can  he 
granted  a  bungalow  otherwise  the  Council  lose  Subsidies  on  their  houses. 

There  is  also  the  problem  to  he  considered  of  providing  bungalows 
for  the  Council’s  tenants  who  are  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  occupying  houses 
which  can  he  used  for  families  and  it  would  greatly  assist  in  alleviating 
overcrowding  if  such  tenants  would  consider  applying  for  huingalows  under 
these  circumstances.

PRIVY  C0H7ERSIQNE. 

The  Scheme  introduced  by  this  Council  in  1957>  for  a  Grant  of  £10,0s,0d,, 
per  privy,  continues  to  be  operated,  mainly  in  areas  Eldon,  Brusselton 
and  Middridge, 

The  number  of  Conversions  completed  during  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
i960,  being  1.  It  is  highly  essential  that  all  privies  in  the  area 
should  be  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  in  the  general  interests 
of  public  health.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  introduction  of 

a  Privy  Conversion  Scheme  at  Eldon. 


MILK  RETAILERS. 

There  are  six  Retail  Purveyors  in  the  District  who  are  supplying  either 
Pasteurised  or  Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised)  Milk.  Frequent  samples 
have  been  taken  by  the  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  also  by  the 
Durham  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee's  representative  and  all 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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SLilUGHTER  HOUSES 


In  1939?  there  were  17  Private  Slaughterhouses  operating  in  the 
Urban  Area.  IXiring  the  period  1939/l954j  these  were  not  operated 
as  all  meat  was  brought  into  the  District  during  the  period  of  meat 
rationing.  Since  1954?  six  slaughterhouses  have  operated,  having 
conformed  to  the  requirements  then  in  operation. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Reports  (Appointed  Day) 
Order  of  1959?  and  the  Slaughterhouses  (Reports)  Direction  of  1959? 
a  comprehensive  report  was  made  of  the  slaughtering  facilities  in  the 
area  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Pood.  This  report  was  com.piled  to  indicate  the  number  of 
slaughterhouses  which  could  conform  to  the  modern  requirements 
necessary  for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  and  also  to  ensure 
the  provision  of  meat  for  this  cirea.
